Sew ing Basket Hints 
of Interest to W omen 
Those who embroider with a num­ 
ber of different colors on one piece 
frequently are annoyed by the way 
tile silk skeins become tangled with 
each other, even When tile utmost care 
la taken. 
An easy way to avoid this 
la to take a piece of cardboard about 
four Inches wide and eight Inches long 
lf you are using seven different chlor*, 
nine indies long for eight colors, and 
so on. 
If you are using fewer colors, 
shorten accordingly. 
(’Ut notches on 
both sides of the cardboard an inch 
apart for Hie silks to lit Into. 
As you 
wind on the different colors, mark on 
the cardboard beneath the silk Hie 
number that w bh on the label. 
When 
the skein is used, you eusily can re­ 
order by number to get the exact 
shade. 
When using several different colors 
In embroidering, a saving In time Is 
effected by having as many needles ns 
colors are required. 
No unthreading 
and rethreading need add moments of 
time to the finished piece. Also when 
hoops are used with only one needle 
tho delicate material 
is frequently 
badly strained by stitc h in g the same 
area over the hoops several times as 
is necessary when only one color is 
worked up at s time. 
O rg an d ie Is hard to cut straight, but 
tears easily either way.

dressmaker who has been distressed 
by the puckering of organdie when
